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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

I. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

A. Claim 2, 3, 10, 13-65 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Katzensteiner, US No. 5,211,406 ("Katz"). 

i. In short, Katzensteiner discloses a radial lip seal (FIG. 1 ) designed to prevent 
wear on a rotary shaft (23), the seal comprising: 

a first sleeve(10) adapted to fit coaxially around the shaft 

ii. a cylindrical seal case (1 7), disposed coaxially around the first sleeve (10), 
having 

an inner surface, an outside surface, an outer end, and an inner end (FIG. 1 ); 

iii. a generally planar faceplate (3) operably coupled to, and extending radially 
inward from, an outer end of the seal case, wherein the faceplate is generally 
perpendicular to the 

iv. seal case having an inner side, an outer side, and a central aperture larger than 
the outside diameter of the first sleeve (FIG. 1 ), 

v. a second sleeve (25) adapted to fit coaxially around the shaft, and being 
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adjacent to an outer edge of the first sleeve, positioned between the faceplate and the 
shaft; and 

vi. a flexible member (8) operably positioned between the seal case and the shaft 
(23). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

II. Claims 4-9, 1 1 , 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

A. Favorable action will be given to the claims if amended so that the base claim 
includes the limitations of claim 1 and all intervening claims.
